Hail Insurance Rate 
Seven Per Cent.

The rate for hail insurance Yor 1925 | 
was set at 7 per cent, at a meeting of 
the Directors of the Alberta Hail In- 
surance Board, held in Calgary Tues- 
day and Wednesday. 

Twenty-five per cent. more business 
was written by the Alberta Hail In- 
surance Board in 1925, than during 
the previous year. 

A total risk of nearly $11,000,000 
was made up as follows: 105,338 acres 
insured at $6.00 per acre; 69,297 acres 
insured at $8.00 per acre, and 969,984 
acres at $10.00 per acre, 

Officers of the hail board stated 
that the year just passed had been an 
average season, the loss being slight- 


ably less than in 1923, 

It is estimated that the total awards 
will be about $680,000. | 

Most disastrous hail storms took 
place on July 1, 4, and 6, and August 3, 
On July 1, 138 municipal districts were | 
struck by hail; on July 4, three dis- 
tricts were affected, seven districts | 
were hailed on July 6, and 25 districts | 
were affected on August 3.
